Lord .Roberts reported from Pretoria on 
Oct. “ Barton; who has been troubled for 
some days- past: at Frederickstad by a force of 
Boers under the ubiquitous De Wet, attacked 
them this morning with half Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers and three companies Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, supported by. guns and: mounted 
troops.
